In a preceding colu mn, I ex plained 
the difference between attacks of 
angina pectoris, coronary insu ffic­ 
iency and coronary occlu sion. If y ou 
followed the discu ssion, y ou probably 
thou ght that it was only natu ral for 
these attacks to occu r in sequ ence, 
that is to say , from the mildest 
(angina pectoris) to the intermedi­ 
ate (coronary ’ insu fficiency ) to the 
most sev ere (coronary occlu sion). 
Happily , that’s not so. Or perhaps 
it’s more correct to state that it need 
not he so if y ou hav e the wisdom to 
prev ent a sev ere occlu sion, if not a 
fatal thrombosis, by making of the 
mild or intermediate attack an ex ­ 
ample of a “su ccessfu l calamity .” 
Here are su ggestions by which 
y ou may profit by y ou r ex perience: 


• Redu ce y ou r circu latory load 
by temporarily limiting y ou r activ ­ 
ities to the necessities of life su ch 
as wage-earning. 


• Alter the pace of what y ou do 
by shifting into a lower gear. 


• Refu se to increase the circu la­ 
tory load by letting y ou r mu scles 
become soft and flabby .

E du cation, ev en in th e u niv ersities, w as still 
in th e h and s of priests for th e m ost part. A side 
from th e B ible and w riting s of th e ch u rc h 
fath e rs, A ristotle's w riting s form ed th e m ain 
body of know ledge (for he w as th ou g h t to h av e 
know n ev e ry th ing th e re w as to know). T h e­ 
ology reach ed its h eight in th e 13 th c e ntu ry 
w ith su ch th inke rs as A lbe rtu s M agnu s and 
T hom as A qu inas. 
It was in th is centu ry also th a t a rela tiv e ly 
u nim porta nt ev ent occu rred , bu t one w hich 
la te r g ene rations of m en w ere to consider th e 
high point of th e M iddle A ges. T his w as th e 
signing of th e M agna C arta by K ing Joh n in 
1215 .

m atch in a g rou p of nearly as u nscru pu lou s 
barons. A ctu ally , th e M agna C arta did noth ing 
for th e com m on people. It w as essentially an 
atte m pt by th e lords to pre se rv e th e feu d al 
sta tu s qu o. 
T he im porta nt th ing is w h at E nglishm en 
la te r believ ed it to m ean: h abeas corpu s (law­ 
fu l a rrest); ju ry tria l by one ’s equ als; no tax a­ 
tion w ith ou t consent; th e origins of P arlia m ent; 
and, abov e all, th e lim iting of th e pow ers of a 
king by his su bjects. T hese th ing s all E nglish­ 
m en w ere one day to achiev e, u sing as th e ir 
ju stification th e M agna C arta. As su ch a sy m ­ 
bol, it tru ly becam e a la nd m ark on th e long 
road to hu m an liberty .

Our peo ple and co rpo ratio ns hav e been so terribly co wed 
by the threat o f criminal pro secutio n fo r v io latio ns o f Treas­ 
ury regulatio ns, ev en inadv ertent v io latio ns, that we flinch 
and tremble at the mere mentio n o f the mo n emplo y ed by the 
Internal Rev enue fo r this purpo se.

Bu t his 
predecessor who had retired a few 
months ago had told me that su ch 
obedience to the treasu ry often was 
dictated by cowardice in the bank. 
The Treasu ry can make trou ble 
for bankers by gossip and harass­ 
ment throu gh special inspections. 
This topic came u p in my contem­ 
plations of u nju stified su spicions 
ex pressed in v ox pop mail abou t 
the $60,000 in cu rrency which Alton 
Jones of Cities Serv ice carried in 
his pockets and in a briefcase when 
he died in the crash of the big Jet 
at idelu lld. Some writers ju ni|>ed to 
a conclu sion that Pete Jones, as his 
firends all called him, mu st hav e 
been u p to some criminal condu ct 
ju st becau se he had thts money in 
the form of lawfu l cu rrency . This 
is aside from his qu aint affectation 
of a $10,000 bill as a pocket piece, 
which of Itself reflects an effrontery 
by the Treasu ry . Becau se bootleg­ 
gers formerly u sed big, coarse 
money the Treasu ry made It non­ 
negotiable. 


It is none of my bu siness, or y ou rs, 
either, why Pete carried that u n­ 
wieldy wad. Nor the Treasu ry ’s. If 
the Treasu ry has ev idence that he

W ASHINGTON 11*1 — President Ken­ 
nedy , who is urging a nationwide 
fallout shelter program, has a shel­ 
ter problem right nex t door.

Discov er 
Remains of 
Ancient Man 


WASHINGTON CB — Discov ery ’ of 
the remains of a strange creature— 
14 million y ears old and showing 
characteristics heading toward those 
of modem man — was announced to­ 
day by a famed British anthropolo­ 
gist. 
The discov ery marks the earliest 
y et in the cham of ev olution leading 
to man. 
The announcement was made by 
Dr. L.S.B. Leakey who said the dis­ 
cov ery — including two pieces of jaw 
and a tooth of the creature—was 
made in Keny a, Africa. 
He told a news conference that 
while the creature is neither like 
present-day men nor apes, its dis­ 
cov ery “ fills one more of the im­ 
portant and major gaps in our story 
of human ev olution.”
